The affidavit said that Fink in re­ 
turn for assistance in the senate in­ 
vestigation, was promised the office 
of internal kevenue collector in Buf­ 
falo and ghat his attorney, Henry 
Stern of Buffalo, lean promised 
federal judgeship in New York. The 
affidavit asserted that Wheeler prom­ 
ised Mi*» Stinson opportunity for per­ 
sonal gain on the New York stock 
market if she would testify. 
Reading the affidavit, Steck quoted 
Fink as saying he went to Cleveland 
on February 18 last

business. 
From newspapers he learned
